The German withdrawal to a new

Reuter’s correspondent. 

At the western edge of the bridge- 
head Americans, attacking along a 
74 miles front, have advanced as far 
as Cisterna, on thé Appian Way, 25 
miles south of Rome. This means} 
that the Allied forces have crossed} 
the Rome-Capua railway, which 
passes Cisterna about 14 miles to 
the west, and puts the line roughly 
14 miles inland from Anzio. 

The Germans are uging a five-miles 
stretch of the embankment of the 
Rome-Capua railway line as the 
jbackbone of their hxed defences. 
Most serious threat yet to the 
Gustav line, 60 miles south-east, 
comes from the Americans, who, 
on Sunday, broke through the 
German detences about 2 miles north 
of Cassino. This success was won 
after three days of most savage 
fighting across the Rapido River, 
and despite the diversion of the 
river, which flooded the American 
supply lines. A

It has been explained by the 
General Council of the ritish 
Trades Union Congress, which 
issued the invitation, that the .Con- 
ference would be representative of 
“the orgenised workers of all 
countries, with the object of con- 
sidering the most pressing problems, 
both. of policy and. organisation, 
affecting the interests of the work- 
ing people; and thereby of promot- 
ing the widest possible unity in aim 
and action by. the International 
trade union movement, but that it 
would he purely exploratory and 
consultative in character.”

Facts About a 


Some interesting facts about the 

penicillin, were- given by 
Mr, F, W. Gillespie, B.A., in a 
paper read before the Dublin Univer- 
sity. Biological Association last 
night. 

Penicillin is a mould, at present 
formed by an inconveniently long 
natural process, but experiments are 
being made in America to create it 
synthetically. The mould is a 
mortal enemy of most kinds of 
bacteria, at the same: time being 
quite harmless to human tissue in 
whatever quantity it may be ad- 
ministered. Unfortunately, it is 
highly unstable, and is destroyed by 
alkalis and acids even in weak con- 
centrations. 

It is difficult, for instance, to give 
penicillin by the mouth, because it 
is destroyed by the gastric juices. 
n the case of open wounds penicil- 
lin has. had splendid results, as used 
in the present war, but here again 
the difficulty is to maintain it at 
the seat of infection in its full 
strength. Where penicillin is in- 
jected it is quickly passed from the 
human system. But these dis- 
advantages are largely out-weighed 
by the drug’s voracious appetite for 
bacteria. 

At the moment penicillin is 
scarce, most of it being used for 
war purposes, and its cost is high. 
Treatment in one case alone has 
been estimated to cost £700. None,
